They are generally know n as snow 
fleas or snow lice and have slight hop­ 
ping powers, being able to leap some 
three or four inches. They e n tirely d is ­ 
appear when it freezes again, and not 
a trace of them can he found. 
Th e y do not fa ll w ith the snow as 
there m ay have been no snow for a 
month or more before th eir a rriv a l and 
are 
probably 
analogous to the “ red 
snow ” of arctic regions.
